A récently published report by the 
Governor’s Office of Planning and 
Budget states that Utah’s success in 
the global economy has been boosted 
by international export growth. 

The report, called “Utah in the 
Global Economy,” analyzes existing 
trends in Utah’s trade and shows how 
the North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA) would affect 
Utah. 

The report says that Utah ranked 
second among states in the percentage 
growth of international exports last 
year. Utah’s total exports were $2.9 
billion in 1992, which was an increase 
of 40.5 percent over 1991. Total U.S. 
exports only increased 6.1 percent 
over the same period. 

One of the reasons for Utah growth

and history, Yasser Arafat and Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin exchanged a 
handshake of peace before a cheering 


White House audience Monday after 


the signing of a PLO-Israeli treaty that 
once seemed unimaginable. 

“Enough of blood and tears. Enough,” 
the gravelly voiced Rabin said with 
emotion. “We wish to open a new 
chapter in the sad book of our lives 
together, a chapter of mutual recogni- 
tion, of good neighborliness, of mutual 
respect, of understanding.” 

Arafat said the agreement should 
mark “the end of a chapter of pain and 
suffering which has lasted throughout 
this century.” 

The two men watched from several 
feet apart as aides signed historic agree- 
ments that will bring Palestinian rule-to 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Then, drawn toward Rabin by 
President Clinton, a grinning Arafat 
extended his hand. : 

The prime minister reached out for a 
businesslike handshake. 

Cheers of delight roared from the 
crowd of 3,000 people assembled on 
the sun-soaked South Lawn. 

The audience included former 
Presidents Carter and Bush. There were 
eight former secretaries of state, the 
Cabinet, the Supreme Court and most

Utah companies to markets abroad. 
The offices are part of Utah’s interna- 
tional business development program, 
said Natalie Gochnour, of the plan- 
ning and budget office. 

Another primary reason Utah is hav- 
ing such rapid growth is increased 
exports of primary metals. Gochnour 
said companies like Geneva Steel and 
Kennecott did a lot of modernization 
to become more globally competitive. 

Primary metal products, such as 
copper and steel, compris 45.4 per- 
cent of total Utah exports. Exports of 
primary metal products have doubled 
nearly every year, increasing a total of 
$1.3 billion in 1992. 

Utah companies export to more than 
130 countries, and five countries 
alone consume almost 70 percent of 


Utah’s total exports. 

Gochnour is optimistic about future 
growth, 

“Utah is pretty well positioned over 
the next few years to have growth 
higher than the national average,” she 
said. 

Despite this growth she said Utah’s 
exports with Mexico have declined 
because of the absence of a direct 
transportation route to Mexico. 

Gochnour did not have any informa- 
tion on how this growth will affect 
Utah wages but she did say that 
wages in export companies are higher 
than in non-export companies. 

The report includes research on the 
impacts of NAFTA. 

According to the report, most ana- 
lysts expect NAFTA to increase the 
number of jobs in Utah because of the 
enhanced export and investment 
opportunities.

Utah Valley State College’s volunteer service 
office recently sent a group of 26 volunteers to 
clean up flood damage at Missouri City School. 

Missouri City, Mo.; was one of the cities 
severely damaged in this summer’s Midwest 
floods. 

The relief team was comprised of both faculty 
members and students. 

Student service personnel, students involved in 


student government and other interested stu- 
dents joined the volunteer group, said volunteer 
Tom Hover, dean of Student Life at UVSC. 

When they arrived, they encountered a lot of 
devastation to homes. 

“More than half of the homes were completely 
wiped out. Only four homes had any kind of 
flood insurance,” Hover said. 

UVSC volunteers were assigned to work on 
the Missouri City School. 

“The school is the heart of the city, the focal 
point of town,” said Val Peterson, director of 
UVSC college relations. 


Student and faculty volunteers removed floors 
and stripped the walls of the school. They also 
restored the entire playground, said Grant 
Flygare, UVSC student publications coordina- 
tor. 

Flygare, also a Missouri volunteer, was the one 
who suggested sending a relief mission to the 
city. 

Hover said they removed the debris and mud 
from the playground area and replaced it with 80 
tons of peat gravel. 

Flygare said the actual physical work was very 
demanding, but that the volunteers were dedicat-

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3 Americans hurt by Somali sniper fire 


MOGADISHU, Somalia —Three Americans were wounded and a 
spokesman for fugitive warlord Mohammed Farrah Aidid said at least 25 
Somalis were killed during two hours of heavy sniper fire Monday. 

About 200 soldiers from the U.S. Quick Reaction Force came under fire after 
searching two walled compounds in southern Mogadishu and detaining 50 
Somalis for questioning, said Maj. David Stockwell, chief U.N military 
spokesman. 

The compounds were suspected gathering places for Aidid’s militia, Capt. 
Tim McDavitt, Stockwell’s assistant, said. 

A Blackhawk and a Cobra helicopter returned the sniper fire with 60mm 
machine guns and 20mm cannons, and a second Cobra was called in to lend 
support, Stockwell said. 

It was the second time in less than a week that the Cobra gunships have been 
used to respond to attacks on U.N. troops. 

Aidid is wanted by the United Nations for a series of ambushes on June 5 that 
killed 24 Pakistani peacekeepers. He also has been blamed for a score of other 
attacks that have killed a total of 48 U.N. troops and wounded more than 175. 


Clinton’s health plan calls for trade-off 


WASHINGTON — Under President Clinton’s vision for a radically different 
health system, there would be no worries about losing health coverage if you 
were laid off or your child became seriously ill. 

There’s a tradeoff for that security: Most Americans would face restrictions 
on what doctors they could go to, and health insurance would likely become 
more expensive for the young. 

For the 37 million uninsured and millions more who live in dread of losing 
their health insurance through cancellation or loss of a job, this new system 
promises obvious advantages. 

Clinton would wipe out insurance industry practices which discriminate 
against older Americans and those with chronic health problems. However, 
insurance rates would climb for younger, healthier workers. 


Clinton to sign NAFTA campaign pacts 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton is to sign environmental and labor side 
pacts to the proposed North American Free Trade Agreement today with for- 
mer presidents George Bush, Jimmy Carter and Gerald Ford looking on. 

Meeting with reporters Monday, Treasury Secretary Lloyd Bentsen conceded 
that the administration does not yet have the votes to pass NAFTA, but he said 
many lawmakers were withholding judgment until after they had seen the side 
agreements. 

The main trade agreement would eliminate tariffs and other barriers to the 
movement of goods, services and investments among the three nations over a 
15-year period, creating a free-trade zone linking the United States, Mexico and 
Canada. 

The side agreements would establish three-nation commissions to oversee 
enforcement of each country’s environmental and labor laws. If a country was 
found to be persistently failing to enforce laws on the books, it could face 
penalties. 


Utah inmates have lower rate of AIDS 


SALT LAKE CITY — Only one Utah prison inmate has died of complica- 
tions caused by AIDS, according to Utah Corrections officials. The statistic is 
substantially below national averages. 

Nationally, AIDS causes 28 percent of all prison deaths and more than half 
the deaths in Northeastern prisons. 

Utah Corrections spokesman Jack Ford said 27 of the state’s prison inmates 
are infected with the HIV virus or have AIDS. That’s only 0.8 percent of the 
prison population. 

While inmates are tested for the virus, their identity is not revealed, he said. 

“Those who come in to treat an inmate with an open wound don’t know if the 
inmate’s infected,” Ford said. “It’s something that everyone’s struggling with 
right now.” 

Utah is one of only 17 states that routinely test all incoming inmates for AIDS 
and one of only three that has a testing program for all inmates in custody, the 
study said. 

All Utah inmates are tested for AIDS twice: once when they come into prison, 
and six months later.

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Wymount rates increase; 
lengthy wait remains

Despite a recent boost in price, the 
waiting list to get an apartment in 
Wymount Terrace is still long. 

Rental rates for student-family hous- 
ing increased 6 percent in September, 
said Lamon Oviatt, associate director 
of Housing Services. 


_ A two-bedroom apartment in south 


Wymount rents for $325 a month, 
according to information provided by 
the Student Family Housing office. 

The price of rent includes basic 
cable, local telephone service and 
heat. 

The average rental rate of two-bed- 
room apartments listed with Off 
Campus Housing is $458.68. 

“Off-campus housing is going up at 
least 1 percent a month or 12 percent 
annually,” said Kurt Leffler, a consul- 
tant to the Housing Authority of Utah 
County. 

Wymount Terrace and Wyview Park 
offer a total of 1,048 housing units, 
according to a Student Family 
Housing census completed in 
February 1993. 

The census also states that approxi- 
mately 3,151 individuals, including 
17 faculty members and 22 single 
parents, live in BYU’s family hous- 
ing. 

“The wait to get into Wymount 
Terrace varies,” said Bruce Ashton, 
manager of Student Family Housing. 
Ashton estimates the current wait to 
move into an open apartment in the 
fall is between 15 to 18 months; 
approximately 1,685 names make up 
the waiting list. 

The wait is the same for most ath- 
letes, also, said Pat Conroy, secretary 
to the athletic director. 

“One of the vice presidents of 
Student Life must approve an athlete 
getting in early,” she said. 

Student Family Housing requires a 
$25 non-refundable fee to put a name 
on the waiting list, but the fee is “a 
small risk to take,” said Yvonne 
Oliphant, assistant manager of 
Student Family Housing. 

Rob Davis, 30, a junior majoring in 
exercise physiology from Anaheim, 
Calif., moved into Wymount in June 
1990. 

He said he waited nine months and 
paid*$285 a month for a two-bedroom 
apartment. Now a two-bedroom apart- 
ment at Wymount carries a price tag 
of $325 a month.

President Lee’s hypotheticals | Y undergoing growing pains, 


Show freedom given Y faculty 


From time to time we hear statements 
to the effect, “BYU is going to have to 
decide what it really wants to be, a uni- 
versity or a seminary.” Such a statement 
is borderline nonsense. The implication 
is that we must choose between the life 
of the mind and the life of the spirit, 
between faith and intellect, between 
what we can reason out for ourselves 
and what the Holy Ghost assures us is 
true. 

That suggested dichotomy is not only 
a false one, its underlying premise 
would deprive us of our uniqueness. and 
our great strength. Our business is the 
business of learning. To paraphrase our | 
Commissioner (Henry Eyring), we have 
found a better way to do it, because of 
the companion processes by which | 
learning can occur. And learning occurs 
most effectively when, to use Elder 
Maxwell’s phrase, the scholarship of ® 
the spirit and the scholarship of the 
mind operate in tandem. BYU is and 
will remain firmly committed to excellence in both scholar- 
ship and faith. We will neither offer, nor will we accept 
tradeoffs or apologies. 

I said last year that members of our faculty enjoy a 
greater measure of academic freedom than they would at 
any other university. Because of several comments that 
have been made since that time, I would like to elaborate 
briefly why that is true. 

It is important to note that the statement is necessarily 
built on the unassailable premise that people who come 
here do so conscious of our devotion to integrating our var- 
ious academic disciplines with the principles of restored 
truth. For some people, the opportunity to work, teach, 
research and publish in that kind of environment is a posi- 

tive attraction; for others it is not. For the great majority of 
- us who are in fact here — indeed, theoretically for all — it 
is a plus. Otherwise, we would not have come. 

Building on that premise, let me give you four hypotheti- 
cals which bear out my conclusion that BYU faculty mem- 
bers enjoy a greater measure of academic freedom here 
than they would at any other university. 

Hypothetical #1 — Professor Sandra Day Justice teaches 
constitutional law. She wants to incorporate into both her 
scholarly work and also her teaching her belief that the 
United States Constitution did not come into existence by 
pure chance — that God himself played a deliberate role in 
its establishment. This conviction is rooted in modern-day 
scripture, in which she believes. Both in her scholarly work 
and her teaching, she wants to explore some of the objec- 
tive indicia, scriptural and non-scriptural, which she 
believes support this view of divine constitutional origins, 
and also some of its theoretical and practical consequences. 

Hypothetical #2 — Professor Zoe Ology’s teaching and 
research specialty is human anatomy. She is convinced that 
the human body is a divine creation, and that many of its 
functions and characteristics can be better understood and 
appreciated once one accepts that premise. She wants to 
build both her scholarship and also her teaching on the 
foundation of that belief. 

Hypothetical #3 — Professor Cy Cology came to BYU 
with an already established reputation as one of the 
nation’s finest social scientists. While here, he developed 
and published concerning the effect that spirituality and 
communication with God have on human conduct. His the- 
sis is that human behavior cannot be fully understood 
unless this spiritual component is taken into account. His 
work has resulted in several prominent national awards. He

wants to be free to continue to incorpo- 
rate this thesis into his teaching, his 
research, his publications’and his dis- 
cussions with colleagues. 

Hypothetical #4 — Professor 
Skelly Skeptic is a member of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. He has reached the conclusion 
that the Book of Mormon is one of the 
most remarkable pieces of literature 
written in the 19th century, but that it is 
nothing more than remarkable literature. 
He is so convinced of the correctness of 
his position that he feels compelled so 
to instruct his students and to build his 
scholarly efforts around it. 

Now, who has academic free- 
dom and who does not? Two points to 
note. First, at least so far as the class- 


either of the first two hypotheticals 
were to teach what they want to teach at 
a state university, they would be in vio- 
lation of federal and state law, including 
constitutional law. And even at private institutions, all of 
the first three hypothetical professors would find the total 
academic freedom environment ranging from hostility to 
ridicule to effective prohibition. Indeed, the third of our 
hypothetical professors has expressed the view that at any 
place other than BYU, he would have found it difficult, if 
not impossible, to pursue the work that has been so widely 
recognized by professional societies and others. As BYU 
professors, all three would be understood and encouraged, 
and if they do it well, according to our demanding stan- 
dards, their work products, both in and out of the class- 
room, will be rewarded. 

Our fourth hypothetical professor, by contrast, would not 
be allowed to pursue his interest as a BYU faculty member, 
and if he did so, he would be asked to leave. 

Quite obviously, given their interests, the first three enjoy 
more academic freedom at BYU than at any other universi- 
ty. And their assumed interests are not unusual for our fac- 
ulty. Across virtually all departments, examples can be 
found of people who want to explore, either through their 
teaching or their scholarship or both, the intersections and 
interrelationships that exist between their faith and their 
discipline. Here we are free to do that. Elsewhere we would 
not be. 

To be sure, the fourth hypothetical teacher/scholar is less 
free to pursue his interests here than he would be at any 
other institution. But there is a-far-greater likelihood that 
people who come here in the first place will bring with 
them interests more similar to the first three hypotheticals 
than to the fourth. 

And that brings me to my second point concerning acade- 
mic. freedom, as illustrated by these four hypotheticals. The 
view held by our fourth example — the one who wants to 
teach and publish his view that the Book of Mormon is 
nothing more than 19th century literature — can be devel- 
oped virtually anywhere except at an institution sponsored 
by the LDS Church. For him, other universities provide an 
alternative forum where his view can be offered in the mar- 
ketplace of ideas. Not so with the other three. BYU is the 
only university where they would be truly free to pursue 
their academic interests. Absent a BYU, there is no compa- 
rable forum for them. And this necessarily means that they 
would be less free.

With Clayne Pope as our draftsman, we | 
determined that: “Institutional compro- § 
mise on either aspect of this ideal is 
unacceptable. Both the life of the mind 
and the life of the soul are valued and 
desirable. Neither is to be depreciated 
in a misguided attempt to elevate the 
other. Intellectual achievement does not 
excuse moral culpabilities. Moral rectitude does not elimi- 
nate the responsibility for intellectual effort.” 

This combining of spiritual and intellectual excellence 

tells the world, as Elder Henry Eyring put it, that our belief 
in scripture and living prophets has shown us a better way 
to teach and learn — in the Lord’s words, we Oy) a way 
to teach “more perfectly.” 
_ Last winter I tried to articulate this two-part message in 
answering a question from a higher education writer from a 
major American newspaper, who came here to prepare an 
article on academic freedom issues at BYU. 

I told him of our deep commitment to intellectual inquiry, 
analytical rigor and intense involvement in the national 
issues of the day. Then I began describing how seriously 
we also take our spiritual commitments — commitments 
not just to generic religion, but to the Restoration. 

He interrupted me and said, 
you're talking about. In fact, if I didn’t believe that BYU is 
deadly serious about its devotion both to academic excel- 
lence and to Mormon religious values, I wouldn’t be here. 
There would be no story. It’s the combination that makes 
you unique. I hope you succeed, but it won’t be easy.” He 
then compared BYU to another well-known university that 
has a religious tradition, noting that the other school has 
evidently decided to follow a typical pattern by emphasiz- 
ing academic values over its religious values. 

By contrast, he noted a number of lesser-known religious 
colleges that relegate academic pursuits to a second-class 
status. In this context, BYU’s approach is both distinctive 
and needed. ' 

This reporter’s reaction is typical of the way others are 
coming to see both BYU and the Church. They take this 
university very seriously. Their interest in academic free- 
dom and related current issues here is a sign of our 
strength, not our weakness. 

I would like not to imply that external attention matters 
more than substance, but to illustrate my view that recent 
controversies on the campus really are the growing pains 
of an institution that is gathering momentum along a sus- 
tained and significant growth path. 

I believe BYU is emerging as a major university of gen- 
uine national stature. 

Just a few samples: In its number of national merit schol- 
ars, BYU ranks among the nation’s top 15 universities. 
Several of our academic and professional programs are 
ranked as national leaders. Our faculty’s output of scholar- 
ly books and articles has grown enormously, influencing

volunteer at the liolistic Health 
Center in Provo. 

But organically grown food hasn’t 
really caught on in Provo. 

“In Provo, organically grown food is 
not in big demand because people 
aren’t aware or they aren’t willing to 
pay more, possibly they just don’t 
know where they can get it,” said Jeff 
Wartena, manager of the Good Earth 
Natural Foods in Provo. 

“Organic foods may cost more but 
it’s like the difference between some- 
thing handmade and something made 
in factory,” he said. 

The Good Earth gets a variety of 
organic produce from a supplier in 
Sacramento, Calif., which also sup- 


plies organically grown foods for a 
group of families in Utah County. 

Several families in the area have 
started a cooperative that buys large 
quantities of organic produce directly 
from the distributor at reduced prices. 

Anne Newren, a member of the 
Timpanogos Co-op, said she is 
involved with the cooperative for her 
family’s health. 

“We (the families in the co-op) are 
just doing it for our families and we 
also love to help educate others,” 
Newren said. 

The Holistic Health Center also 
teaches about the benefits of organic 
produce and organic gardening tech- 
niques. 


Timms said she keeps bugs out of 
her garden by planting certain plants 
together. ; 

“T plant marigolds next to tomatoes 
and nasturtiums next to cantaloupe 
and I get the best tomatoes and mel- 
ons,” Timms said. 

Other successful organic gardening 
techniques taught at the health center 
include mulching and using compost 
piles.
